Since Velcro was invented, parents everywhere have been playing the same 
sick joke on their children. 

This very night, thousands of young people from across Canada are also marching in their ceremonious cap 
and gown. Fellow graduands, we are but a few members of a great team called the future generation. Not very 
many people know this but the canoe emblem, which symbolizes M.E. LaZerte High School, is also an outline 
of the map of Canada.
